FATALLY HURT 
BY HIS OWN 6UN 


Hunter Dies B e f o re 
Physician Can Be 
Called; Occurs 
Near E. Berlin. 


GUN SLIPS UPON 
ROCK IN FIELD 


George E. Steiger of Lancaster R. 
D. 5. was fatally wounded Wednesday 
afternoon when a charge of shot 
from his own gun ripped upwards 
through his left thigh into his ab­ 
domen. while he was hunting on a 
farm in Washington township, York 
county, near East Berlin 
Steiger, who is married and the 
lather of two children, aged four and 
six years, died while he was being 
carried to a nearby farmhouse on a 
crude litter 
Hemorrhages from the 
severe injuries inflicted by the shot 
caused death before a physician 
could reach his side 
Drath Accidental 
The body was taken to the home 
of Bruce Myers, where he was pro­ 
nounced dead by Dr. Colin Hartley, 
of Dover, who had been summoned 
The body was viewed at that place 
by the coroner, who signed his death 
certificate, and said that death was 
accidental, resulting from gunshot 
wounds in the leg and abdomen and 
from hemorrhage. 
The body 
was later taken In 
charge by a Lancaster county un­ 
dertaker and taken to that place for 
preparation for burial. 
Steiger, employed as a driver for 
the Purity Baking company, of Lan­ 
caster, had been hunting in the sec­ 
tion of the county w-here the acci­ 
dent occurred since about IO a rn 
He 
had 
had 
as his companion. 
Charles Heilman, of Lancaster, who 
Is part owner of the company by 
which Steiger was employed. 
The accident occurred between 4 
and 4:30 p. rn., on the farm of Jacob 
Myers, whose land adjoins the farm ­ 
house of Bruce Myers, as Steiger 
'as standing chi a large rock watch­ 
ing his companion and several dogs 
chase rabbits into view, 
Gun Falls; Discharged 
While there are no actual wetness­ 
es to the fatal accident, it is believed 
that Steiger was holding his gun, a 
12-gauge shotgun, by the muzzle 
while standing on the rock, and that 
in some manner, it slipped from his 
grasp. 
Falling, the hammer of the 
weapon struck the rock, and the 
weapon was discharged when only a 
foot or two away from his leg The 
gun was not equipped with a safety 
catch, it is said. 
Heilman said that he did not see 
the accident, but hearing the roar of 
the gun asked his companion, “Did 
you shoot a rabbit," to which Steiger 
replied, "No, I shot myself." Look­ 
ing around, he saw Steiger standing 
with the blood dripping from the 
gaping wound in his left thigh. 
Bleeds Tn Death 
Heilman ordered Steiger to he 
down on the ground while he ran to 
the Myers home for help. Mr My­ 
ers immediately hurried to the home 
of Joseph Reynolds, about a mile 
away to telephone for a doctor. 
Calls were sent for Dr. Bruce Het­ 
rick. of Wellsville, and Dr. Eugene 
Elgin. East Berlin, but both were 
absent from their office 
Dr. Colin 
Hartley, Dover, was reached and he 
started for the Myers home. 
In the meantime, a crude litter of 
boards had been constructed and 
when Myers reached home, he as­ 
sisted in removing the injured man 
to his home. J C Leathery, Edgar 
Grove 
Roy 
Bupp. Jacob Myers, 
Clayton Harbold. all neighbors, also 
assisted 
It 1s believed that Steiger 
succumbed from loss of blood as he 
was being carried to the house. 
After being questioned 
by 
the 
coroner. Heilman was driven to Lan­ 
caster by a resident of near Krail- 
town. The dead man was the driver 
of the sedan in which tile two had 
traveled to York county and after 
the death of Steiger, the key to the 
automobile could not be found in 
his pockets. 
It is believed that it 
may have been carried in the pocket 
of Steigers trousers and that the 
'prce of the shot from the gun drove 
g into tile dead man's body.

Pennsylvania state manual of 1929. 
State Law 
’’The qualified voters of every bor­ 
ough and township, and where a 
borough is divided into wards, of 
every ward in the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, 
shall • • • (on 
the 
Tuesday next following the first 
Monday of November, In odd-num­ 
bered 
years, 
and 
quadrennially 
thereafter), vote for and elect a 
properly qualified person for con­ 
stable In each said district, • • • and 
the person so elected shall serve for 
• • • (four) years. Act 1895, Sec. I, 
P. L. 375." 
No mention of a pre­ 
cinct constable is contained in tho 
statute. 
Those who say that the election 
of a constable in the precinct was 
contrary to statute point out that In 
other divided districts of Adams 
county, such as Mt. Pleasant town­ 
ship, Tyrone township, Littlestown 
and McSherrystown, a constable la 
elected for the entire district, and 
that he appoints a deputy to act 
for him at the polls on election day. 
Wilson Re-Elected 
In the first precinct of the first 
ward. Charles H. Wilson, veteran 
constable of the first ward, was 
elected constable without opposition 
on either ticket. 
Judge Donald P. McPherson wa * 
at the court house when the act 
governing the election of constables 
was read. He would not venture an 
opinion as to whether or not Augh­ 
inbaugh could legally serve as con­ 
stable, and added that the m atter 
would have to come before him 
through petition and argument of 
counsel before he could render a 
decision. 
The proclamation calling for tho 
election of a constable in each of 
the two precincts was posted in va­ 
rious places In the town by Aughin­ 
baugh, as high constable, who re­ 
linquished that position to run for 
constable of the second precinct of 
the first ward. 
Aughinbaugh’s term as high con­ 
stable does not expire until the first 
Monday in January, 1932.

WORRY TAKING PLAGE OF WAR 
That keeping up with the neighbors is becoming nature’s substitute 
for war and famine in limiting human populations, was suggested by 
Prof. Frank H. Hankins, of Smith college before a recent meeting in 
London of the international union for the scientific investigation of 
population problems. Says Dr. E. E. Free in his Week's Science (New 
York}; 
“In former ages. Professor Hankins pointed out, famines occurred 
at more or less regular intervals, and reduced considerably the popu­ 
lations of virtually all countries. The same thing still happens in some 
of tile more backward countries like India or China. 
“The first result of th** modern conquest of famine in civilized coun­ 
tries is a sudden increase of population, such as occurred in virtually 
the whole civilized world during the first half of the last century. 
“Since 1850, Professor Hankins said, thus increase of population has 
slackened almost everyw here. 
“There has been a decrease in the number of children in the 
age family, and a large increase in tire percentage of childless 
riages. 
“These changes are more pronounced in the city than in rural dis­ 
tricts, and in classes of higher social position rather than lower, but 
changes are perceptible in all classes and ail communities. The change 
has been accompanied, also, by increases in insanity, nervous disease 
and suicide, all of which are evidences of widespread mental strain.

Cold feet is an expression to which 
our every day language has given 
a special significance. 
Strange as 
it may seem, there is good substan­ 
tiation for this in medicine. 
While the person who suffers from 
cold extremities does not in every 
case lack moral or physical courage, 
he is not infrequently either of a 
sluggish temperament or else deli­ 
cately constituted. 
For one or more of several rea­ 
sons, not all of which are known 
and understood, the circulation in 
the extremities of such persons is 
not normal, the legs and 
arms 
usually have a livid color and are 
always cold. 
This condition is found to afreet 
two distinct types of persons, one 
markedly fat and the other exces­ 
sively thin. 
The first type is more common 
among women. Iii such patients it 
is found that the legs below the 
knees show a marked slowing in 
circulation.

pinched up. The lower portions may 
be swollen and will pit upon pres­ 
sure. The patient is usually phleg­ 
matic. 
The thin type of patient is com­ 
monly of a nervous and emotional 
temperament with a poor muscular 
development, poor posture, and is 
liable to suffer from visceroptosis, 
or a drooping of the internal or­ 
gans. 
The treatm ent for this condition 
is both constitutional and local. 
In a number of the fat, phleg­ 
matic patients there is, underlying 
the condition, a disturbance in cer­ 
tain of the glands of internal s e c ­ 
tion, notably the thyroid gland and 
the ovaries. 
The thin nervous patient needs 
constitutional upbuilding. 
Exercise 
and a diet rich in fruits, vegetables, 
fresh meats, and milk foods will 
benefit this condition. 
Local exercise of the fingers and 
toes is also of value. 
The patient should fix the finger 
or toe joints by forcible muscular 
effort and should hold them extend­ 
ed in an elevated position for five 
minute©, several times daily.

For New Advance by Japan

W ashington, Nov. 5.—K atsuji De- 
buchi, Japanese ambassador, called 
upon Secretary Stimson Wednesday 
and gave soy beans as the official 
explanation 
as 
to why Japanese 
troops 
had 
invaded the Russian 
sphere of influence in North M an­ 
churia, thus risking a clash with 
Soviet forces. 
The Japanese military, Ambassa­ 
dor Debuchi explained, had marched 
north to repair bridges along the 
T sitsihar railway line. These bridges 
were 
demolished 
during 
engage­ 
m ents between rival Chinese forces, 
and the Japanese considered it es­ 
sential to repair them in order to 
bring the soy bean crop down to 
D airen and the sea. 
Principal Manchurian Crop 
Soy beans are one of M anchuria’s 
most im portant crops and most of it 
is consumed in Japan or m arketed 
through Japanese agents. 
The 
fact th at Japanese troops 
have penetrated this far north, sev­ 
eral hundred miles from the South 
M anchurian railway zone In which 
they may be stationed, is considered 
the most dangerous development in 
the M anchurian situation since it 
first became acute 
in 
September. 
Not only does the northw ard m arch 
of Japanese troops risk a clash with 
Russia, but it is held to indicate 
th a t Japan has no intention of w ith­ 
drawing by November 16. the date 
set by the council of the league for 
withdrawal. 
State departm ent officials had been 
assured by Japan th at although the 
withdrawal of her forces would not 
actually be complete by November 
16. it would have been started to 
such an extent that the league would 
not be justified in taking any fu rth ­ 
er action.
